In response to your recent inquiry regarding additional information 
on one James F. Gregoire: 

1) Mr. Gregoire was tried and convicted on November 15, 1988. 

He was sentenced to 2 years probation during which time he was 
to participate in some type of official counseling for sexual 
offenders. 

2) We have been advised that he has a history as a sex offender 
but that the juvenile records cannot be made available to us. 

3) Gregoire is not now registered with the Daniel Webster Council, 
and I'm not at all sure that he ever was. We also do not have 
enough information on him to fill out a Confidential Record 
Sheet. 

It's obvious that we can't terminate a registration that doesn't 
exist. However, we certainly do not want to take a chance that he might 
one day have an opportunity to do so. How do we handle this? Can you 
keep him in your file? Should we?
